School Request 
For Federal Aid 
Makes Progress 


Application of the Upland school 
district to the federal works 
agency for United States govern- 
ment assistance in financing con- 
struction of two classtooms and 
a lavatory at the Upland Rlement- 
ary school has been tentatively 
approved by the government of- 
fice at Los Angeles, Superintend- 
ent Harold W, Cook told the school 
trustees at their meeting last 
night. 


The approval was contained in 
a letter from John F. Lamb, dis- 
trict manager of the federal works 
agency bureau of community fa- 
cilities at Los Angeles. 


He wrote that “favorable ac- 
tion was taken on your prelimin- 
ary application for assistance in 
financing school facilities for your 
district.” 


Mr. Cook explained that Mr, 
Lamb's advice is not construed as 
final approval of the Upland schoo} 
cistrict’s application or that the 
allotment of federal funds will be 
made, but means'that the district 
has qualified for assistance and 
may proceed with further steps. 

Mr. Lamb outlined the subse- 
quent procedure to be taken, stat- 
ing that five copies of a federal 
form must now be filed with five 
copies of the plans» and specifica- 
tions and’ a ccomplete list of ma- 
terials and equipment required by 
the construction work. 

Mr. Cook told the school trus- 
tees he has already discussed with 
Marsh, Smith and Powell, the 
school architects, preparation of 
the plans and material list. 


Mr. Lamb in his letter said the 
approval is based on “non-federal 
construction of facilities’, mean- 
ing that Upland school district 
would own the new rooms. 


He also noted that the improve- 
ments would cost $24,000 and that 
the Upland school district would 
contribute $14,000, with thé fed- 
eral government contributing the 
appropriation of $10,000. 

Construction of the additional 
classrooms was necessitated by 
the building of the Parkside pro- 
ject to provide housing for chil- 
Gren of Kaiser company workers. 
The Kaiser company has endorsed 
the Upland school district's appli- 
cation to the government for fed- 
eral financial assistance. 

Members of the Upland board 
of school trustees, all of whom 
were at last night’s meeting, are 
Howard N. Mason, president; Al- 
lan S. Barr, clerk, and E, Birch 
Harrison.

Upland’s merit system law for| ager with the consent of the city 


the selection, retention and pro- 
motion of city employes is one 
year old, but, because of war mar- 
power shortage, it has not changed 
anything in the past 12 months, 

City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley, who was appointed a year ago 
vy the city council to administer 
the law, makes rules and regula- 
tions and classify the various 
municipal jods under the system, 
reports that there have never been 
enough applicants for city jobs in 
the last year to apply the merit 
law. 

It was adopted by the city 
council in February, 1944, and 
went into effect. last March to 
choose the best. qualified appli- 
cants for city jobs and to promote 
those who are best suited for high- 
er responsibilities. 

Under it, when a vacancy occurs 
in a city department, anyone who 
desires to hold the job may apply. 
Written and verbal examinations 
are given and the department head 
chooses the person he wishes from 
among the three with the best 
marks, The appointment is then 
made by Mr. Manley as city man-

Cook Asked fo 
Find Teachers 


Harold W. Cook, superintend- 
ent of Upland schools, was au- 
thorized by the board of trustees 
at a meeting last night to tour 
California in coming weeks to line 
up teachers for the new school 
year beginning in September. 

Mr. Cook will go to Santa Bar- 
bara Thursday and later, in the 
month will visit teacher training 
schools at Fresno, San Jose, San 
Francisco, Berkeley and elsewhere. 

Faculty needs for the 1945-46 
year -are.still indefinite, but it is 
probable that about eight teach- 
ers will be required to fill re- 
placements by resignations and 
retirements, he estimated. 

Next year is expected to be the 
most difficult yet faced by school 
trustees in securing certificated 
personnel, but the teacher supply 
will probably improve thereafter, 





Pointing to a brighter picture 
in coming years, Mr. Cook said 
the teacher training schools are 
now providing short courses and 
issuing emergency certificates to 
those who complete the two-year 
terms. In addition, it is antici- 
pated that pre-war teachers now 
in the armed forces will be re- 
turning to their classes within the 
next two or three years.

Keep Business 
Off Foothill 


Advisability of prohibiting new 
business establishments being 
opened on Foohill boulevard was 
expressed by E. G. Sullivan, dis- 
trict highway engineer, in a letter 
to the San. Bernardino county 
supervisors this week. 

He asked the supervisors to ass 
sist in preserving the boulevard in 
its “present beauty and utility.” 

Mr. Sullivan said proposed subd- 
divisions frequently would require 
the removal of trees ‘“‘which are of 
great value from the aesthetic 
standpoint and for the reduction 
of the violence of wind which af- 
fects movement of traffic.” 

The engineer further stated: “If 
subdivisions continue along the 
Foothill boulevard and buildings 
continue to he erected. and way- 
side stands continue to be con- 
structed, the Foothill boulevard 
will degenerate into a second ‘Gar- 
vey avenue’ and will no longer be 
useful traffic.” 

“Foothill boulevard has long 
been cohsidered as the most beau- 
tiful and unspoiled major highway 
in California. The magnificient 
trees, the lovely citrus groves and 
homes bordering the highway have 
attracted a great deal of pleasure 
traffic.”

First 50 Parkside 
Families Send 16 
| Children to School 


Occupancy of the first 50 
units of the Parkside housing 
project has brought only 16 
pupils into the Upland public 
schools, Harold W. Cook, super- 
intendent, reports. 

Fifteen children residing in 
the new project have been en- 
rolled in the Upland Elementary 
school and one in the junior high 
school, he reports. 

The number registered for the 
50 families is somewhat smaller 
than was at first estimated, but 
it is expected that the next 150 
families moving into the Park- 
side houses may average a larg- 
er proportion. In addition, the 
federal government has  an- 
nounced that a second block of 
200 houses will be built at Park- 
side,

May Curfail Art, 
Music in School 


Whether choral music, instru- 
mental music and art will be cur- 
tailed in 1945-46 will depend up- 
on financing, student registration 
and success in finding . teaching 
personnel, it developed at last 
night’s meeting of the Upland 
board of school trustees. 

Instrumental music and art have 
not been taught in Upland ele- 
mentary schools for the past year 
and a half because the district has 
been unable to secure teachers. 

Mrs. Franklyn Josselyn, the for- 
mer Miss Peggy Grahame, teach- 
er of choral music in the three 
elementary schools, has resigned 
effective April 23, and there is 
some question whether the school 
district will be able to find a suc- 
cessor, 

The school trustees in Decem- 
ber authorized Harold W. Cook, 
district superintendent, to conduct 
@ search for an instructor in in- 
strumental music. If instrument- 
al music is not taught in the in- 
termediate grades, the junior high 
school orchestra cannot be main- 
tained, board members said: 

E. Birch Harrison, a new mem-

| gested that all three of the sub- 


jects be continued if at all pos- 
sible. 

Allan S. Barr pointed out three 
difficulties the trustees will face. 
One is financing, with $14,000 bud- 
geted for the addition of two 
rooms and a lavatory to the Ele- 


mentary school, and $7,000 re- 
quired for a new bus. The sec- 
ond is room space. When 200 


more houses are built alongside 
the present 200 in Parkside pro- 
ject, all classrooms in the Ele- 
mentary school may have to be 
occupied, leaving no space for 
music, The third problem is the 
teacher shortage. 

The trustees are holding the 
matter in abeyance until Mr. Cook 
surveys teacher prospects and un- 
til the state legislature adopts a

Uplanders See Peacock Fly; Bird Takes 
Fright, Escapes, Heads for Cucamonga 


For the first time in their 
lives, Mr. and Mrs. Charlee C. 
Rucker yesterday saw a peacock 
fly. But they wish they hadn't, 
for it éscaped from their ranch 
and is at large today in Upland 
or Cucamonga. 

For the past three years, Mr. 
and Mrs. Rucker have had two 
peacocks, a male and a female, 
at their ranch at 541 West 
street. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Ruck- 
er was in the poultry pens, 
showing chickens to a prospec- 
tive buyer. With rabbits and 
Chickens scurrying about and 
with the stranger in the coop, 
the male peacock took fright 
and flew like a pigeon to a wire 
fence, then lighted out toward 
the Los Olivos housing project 
and the Cucamonga camp for 
Mexican nationals. 

Mr: and Mrs. Rucker searched 
the Foothill boulevard area as 
far as Cucamonga for several: 


hours, listening for the pea- 
cock’s call, but the noise of pass- 
ing automobiles drowned out 
any call it may have made. 

The Upland police department 
was notified and ig searching 
for the bird. 

Peacocks are rare in San Ber- 
nardino county but the Hamberg 
ranch has them too, Mrs. Ruck- 
er reports. 

Peacocks are worth about 
$50 a pair. The baby chicks 
sell at $7.50 each. Peacock eggs 
are not fertile until the birds are 
three years old, the age of Mr. 
and Mrs. Rucker’s peacocks 
now. Last year their peacock 
laid 26 eggs but none hatched. 

Peacocks eat the same food 
chickens do. They cannot be 
driven. They must be coaxed. 

Last year both peacocks got 
away from the Rucker ranch 
but were found and were “per- 
suaded” to return.

The San Bernardino County Tu- 
berculosis association maintains a 
mobile X-ray unit, ‘which is sent 
to schools. Examinations are con- 
ducted to determine if children 
may be subject to the disease and 
as a means of presenting the dis; 
ease. 

Parents will be given full re- 
ports of examination and Mrs, 
Gilmore emphasized that this is an 
outstanding opportunity to de- 
termine the condition of children 
who may be ailing.

A helpful hint for saving those 
precious red ration points is this!

CHOP SUEY 
1% Ibs veal steak 

3 cups diced celery 

2 cups diced onions 
1% cups bean sprouts 

1 cup water from sprouts 

4 tablespoons lard 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons water 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 

Trim the fat and bone from 
veal, then cut in small cubes. 
Roll veal in seasoned flour. Melt 
lard in large skillet; brown the 
veal. Add celery, onions, and 1 
cup of water from the sprouts. 
Place lid on skillet and cook 
slowly for 35 minutes. Then add 
sprouts, and salt, then make a 
thickening using the 2. table- 
spoons water, and 2 tablespoons 
soy sauce. Add the thickening to 
the Chop Suey mixture. Cook for 
3 or 4 minutes then serve with 
rice or canned fried noodles.
